It Causes Internatlonial Ques. 


tions To Be Raised. 


THE VESSEL A MARITIME OUTLAW. 


SpwalattOB as to Whether Uncle S»m 


Will Scad a CralMr A«*r Her—The 
Na»y Osselal* Keep Verj Mum aad the 
Charleston Show* XoNSigas or Going to 
tea—Sam* Slight Prospect That One of 
Oar New Warships May Have a Chance 
to Shew Her Mettle. 
WA^HWOTOH CWT, Maj ft— Navy de- 


partment officials were extremely reticent 
yesterday about the government's action 
in regard to the reaped Chilian gteamei 
Itata. No Information i* obtainable at 
the depart meat a* to whether the cruiser 
Charleston, now at San Francisco, will be 
•eat In pursuit of ihe Itata. Private busi- 
ness flrma having connections and com- 
mercial Interests in Chili are as anxiout 
as newspaper men to learn the facts in 
the case, but have met with no better suc- 
cess. The intentions of the navy depart- 
ment are kept profoundly secret for the 
reason that any inkling would be prompt- 
ly communicated to one or both parties 
in Chili through private firms in this 
country. 


Sappomd Intentions at Uncle Sam. 
Thus, by placing the Chilian govern- 


ment upon their guard, they would possi- 
bly be able to intercept and capture the 
Itata, or, on the other hand, the Insur- 
gents might arrange to meet her, and by 
relieving her of her cargo, obtain posses- 
sion of the munitions of war she has on 
board. In either event the purpose of the 
department to capture the vessel and 
cago would be defeated. It is believed, 
however, that the Charleston will be sent 
in pursuit of the Itata, and that the San 
Francisco and Baltimore, both of which 
are now in Chilian waters, will be ordered 
northward to intercept the rnnaway ves- 
sel. 
tVould Be a Doubtful Chase. 


It is not possible to get a definite 


authoritative answer to the question: 
Will the Cbaflbston be sent after the 
Itataf Bat if the were sent on that mis- 
sion it would be doubtful if she coul d 
catch the Itata. The latter vessel may be 
1,000 miles ahead of the Charleston when 
the latter start* on the chase, and a varia- 
tion of a point or two of the compass in 
steering the course would soon separate 
the two vessels by many leagues, so that 
the Charleston might pass the Itata with- 
out knowing it. 
The department may at 


any moment cable to Admiral McCann. 
who is on the Chilian coast with the 
Baltimore, and to Admiral Brown, who is 
on the San Francisco, somewhere off 
Peru, to endeavor to head off the run- 
away. 
r 
When and If They Capture Her. 


If the Itata is captured this government 


will have a knotty question to tackle. 
Just what can be done with the vessel, 
and the extent to which she has violated 
the laws are questions that the officials 
here decline to express an opinon upea. As 
the Itata had been aiezed by the United 
States at San Diego, she was technically 
United States property until discharged, 
and is therefore liable to recapture on the 
high sea* by a United States man of war, 
or to confiscation 
if she ever enters a 


United States port. 


One of the Questions Involved. 


So far as i-> known there is no charge of 


piracy against either the Itata or the Rob- 
ert and Minnie. They are charged with 
violation of the neutrality laws, which 
forbid the fitting ont in the United States 
of vessels to war upon a country with 
which the United States is at peace. Itf- 
cidentally the legal determination of the 
force of this charge involves the question 
as to whether the Chilian insurgents are 
to be recognized by the United States (as 
they have keen in Great Britain) as bellig 
erente. 


Uncle Sam's Rights In the Cue. 


The right of the United States to cap- 


ture the Itata on the high seas or in United 
States or Chilian waters is undoubted. 
The vessel Hies the flag of Chili, and is 
subject to the only recognized authority 
In that country, namely the government 
of which President Balmaceda is the 
head. The Insurgents are not even recog- 
nized as belligerents. The Itata, having 
entered a United States port, fell under 
suspicion of being there to secure sup- 
plies, arms, and ammunition, and the 
Chilian minister at Washington City 
asked for her detention. Accordingly, a 
United States manhal was put on board, 
and her captain was arrested. 


The Itata Practically an Outlaw. 


The captain was allowed to return to 


his ship, aad he at once went to sea. The 
Itata is therefore now at sea in defiance of 
the authority of both Chili and the 
United States. She has no [clearance pa- 
pers, and is practically an outlaw. Any 
nation.can capture her. If she made any 
resistance she would be a pirate. If she 
entered a port and the United States or 
Chili demanded her surrender from the 
government of the country to which the 
port belonged, that government would 
surrender her. 


1m the Words of Patrick Hear?. 
- 


It is likely that the Baltimore or the 


San Francisco will have the duty of cap- 
turing the Itata. If she reaches the pro- 
tection of insurgent men of war, it will 
be the duty of Admiral McCann to take 
her, peaceably if he can; forcibly, if he 
mnst. Hence, in the language of Patrick 
Henry, "the next gale that sweeps from 
the south may bring to our ears the clash 
of resounding arms." Our new navy may 
be put to the test of action at ae early 
<J«y.

SAM FBANCBCO, May 9.—The cruiser 


Charleston was was still in the harbor 
here last evening. There did not seem 
to be any excitement about her move- 
ments, as' there would be It she was 
bound ont on her first war-like cruise. 
The federal officials deny emphatically 
that she is going to eea for any other pur- 
pose than to make a abort cruise and to 
test her gin*. It it not denied, however, 
that the Charleston may extend her 
cruise after the gun teat, down sooth- 
ward, and also that she has received some 
secret orders from Washington City. A 
despatch from the capital, regarding the 
determination of the United States to try 
and overhaul the vessels has been re- 
ceived by the others here, but they deny 
Uvtag received any instructions about 
the matter.

The cus- 
toms officers made the usual search of the 
Itata when they boarded her, mid say that 
the statements about her baring arms 
and men concealed are ridiculous." 


Instructions from the Capital. 


Marshal Gard and party expected to 


leave for the north 3'esterJay morning, 
but at the last moment they received or- 
ders from Washington City to remain 
here. The marshal refused to divulge the 
contents of the special order, but it is 
hinted that they will await the arrival o( 
a United States cruiser with which to 
pursue the Itata.

ASYLUMS FOR THE INSANE. 


Some .Statistics Made Public by Superin- 


tendent Porter. 


WASHINGTON CITY, May 9.—The super- 


intendent of the census has made public 
a bulletin, in which are given statistics 
upon the subject o£ asylums for the in- 
sane in the United States. The bulletin 
shows that the total number of insane 
persons treated in both public and private 
institutions during the year 3889 was 
'jr,.">35, while during the year 1881 there 
were 5H.205 treated, showing an increase 
in the nine years of 41,330, or73 r>3percent. 
Tins percentage of increase when com- 
pared with the percentage of increase of 
population in the last decade—namely: 
iM. Hi—does not indicate an increase in 
the proportion of insane persons to popu- 
lation, but rather a great increase in the 
amount of asylum accommodation pro- 
vided and willingness on the part of the 
public to make me of all the facilities 
thus provided.

LABOR LEADERS AMAZED. 


No Minimum Rate of Wages on World's 


Fair Work. 


CHICAGO, May 9.—The outlook is that 


organized labor will make a savage fight 
internationally on the World's fair be- 
cause of the action of the directors in re- 
fusing to grant the minimum rate of 
wages asked by the joint labor commit- 
tees. These committees represented the 
five leading central labor bodies of the 
city. The directory in a full meeting of 
the board heard the report of the sub- 
committee and, with one exception, re- 
fused to grant the requested minimum 
r.ite of wages. The director voting for 
the minimum rate was Robert Xelson, the 
labor representative on the directory. 


They Worked for the Fair. 


At a meeting of the building trades 


council, which includes the 4radesmen 
iuo«t directly interested, members ex- 
pressed themselves as amazed at the ac- 
tion of the directors. Oun of the mem- 
bers of the joint labor committee said: 
"If this report of their action is true 
the band will begin playiug scon."

who WHS not on the joint committee, but 
who is a recognized authority, said: 


"Chicago union labor worked to secure

Ford's wife, Kate, enticed 
Moore to Allen paik. on the banks of the 
Illinois river, where he was set upon by 
Ford and one Bill O'Brien, and beateu 
to death with railroad coupling pins. 
O'Brien was tried and sentenced to four- 
teen years' imprisonment. Mrs. Ford, 
and a woman named Winterliug, who 
was suspected of complicity in the mur- 
der, remain to be tried.
